Gentlemen: The following report showing the activities of the 
health department for the fiscal year 1923 is respectfully submitted. 
It is regretted that the limited appropriation for the printing of the 
annual report renders it necessary to omit much valuable information 
and data which, until the past two or three years, has been furnished. 

Part I. 

PUBLIC HEALTH IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA DURING THE 

CALENDAR YEAR 1922. 

Statistics relating to births, stillbirths, deaths, and cases of report- 
able disease will be found in the appendix of this report. This 
appendix must therefore be referred to for information not found in 
the body of the report. 

POPULATION. 

The estimated population of the District of Columbia, as compiled 
by the United States Bureau of the Census for the year 1922, is 
454,026, the whites numbering 341,662 and the colored 112,364. 

The birth rates, stillbirth rates, death rates, and morbidity rates 
for the calendar year 1922 are therefore based on this population.

Infant mortality .—The number of* deaths of infants under 1 year 
of age, like the general death rate, increased. During the calendar 
year 1922 the rate was 84.5 to each 1,000 births reported, while dur- 
ing the preceding year it was 83. 

The most potent causes of death during the calendar year 1922 will 
be found in the following table. It will be noted that the principal 
increase in the death rate was due to organic heart disease, pneu- 
monia, pulmonary tuberculosis, and cerebral hemorrhage.

Leper hospital. — This institution was not in active operation during 
the year. The two cases of leprosy which were found in this city 
were cared for at the quarantine station until arrangements for their 
removal to the national leprosarium at Carville, La., were completed. 

Smallpox hospital. — This institution was in active operation 46 
days during the fiscal year. Three patients were cared for, and the 
total number of patient days' service rendered was 42. The average 
stay of each patient was 15.3 days. 

Quarantine station. — The quarantine station was in active opera- 
tion 30 days during the fiscal year. During that time S inmates were 
cared for. The total number of inmate days was 41, making the 
average stay of each inmate 5 days. 

Ambulance service. — The total number of patients suffering from 
minor contagious diseases removed in the contagious-disease ambu- 
lance to the contagious-disease hospitals for treatment was 594. 
Patients suffering from smallpox were, as heretofore, removed to the 
smallpox hospital in the ambulance provided for that purpose.

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Typhoid fever. — During the calendar year 1922, 188 cases of typhoid 
fever were reported. While these cases are all charged to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, 32 of them were brought into the District from the 
adjoining States of Maryland and Virginia for treatment in the hos- 
pitals of the city. 

Investigation to determine the origin of the infection in all reported 
cases of typhoid fever showed 32 cases were contracted outside of 
the District, and 20 other cases were probably contracted outside of 
the District of Columbia. Forty-five cases resulted from a supper 
given in one of the churches of the city. The food served at this 
supper was prepared by a group of ladies of the church, two of whom 
were shown by laboratory tests to be ''typhoid carriers.'' 

Diphtheria. — During the year, in cooperation with the authorities 
of various homes and orphanages in this District, the Schick test — 
to determine the susceptibility of persons to diphtheria — was applied 
and toxin antitoxin administered to the children in these institutions. 
In 11 institutions the test was completed, while the children in 4 
other institutions are now undergoing such test. Six hundred and 
forty-three children were subjected to the test, 306 reacting positively 
and 237 negatively thereto. Those giving a positive reaction were 
immunized with toxin antitoxin. It is the purpose of the health 
department, during the coming year, to urge parents to have the 
Schick test applied to their children and to have the toxin antitoxin 
administered in all cases where the child is shown to be susceptible to 
diphtheria. 

Disinfecting service. — One thousand nine hundred and twenty-one 
premises were fumigated during the year and 1,490 articles exposed 
to infection on such premises or in some other way were disinfected 
at the disinfecting station. 

Public crematorium. — As stated in previous reports, this institution 
is almost self-sustaining. During the fiscal year, 427 bodies were 
cremated — 29 adults, 153 infants, and 245 stillborn infants. The 
total cost of maintaining the crematory was $1,823.77. There were 
54 private cremations during the year, for which fees amounting to 
$1,521 were paid. Deducting this amount from the total cost of 
operation shows the net cost of maintenance to be $302.77. 

The crematorium is now badly in need of repairs, and estimates to 
cover the cost of these repairs were included in the annual estimates 
of the department. 

Bacteriological laboratory. — The work done in the bacteriological 
laboratory during the fiscal year materially increased over the year 
preceding. The total number of specimens of all kinds examined was 
18,943, divided as follows: Diphtheria cultures, 11,000; sputum 
examinations, 1,611 ; urine and feces for typhoid fever, 235; milk and 
cream, 3,871; water, 1,094; swimming pools, 708; miscellaneous, 421. 

Serological laboratory.— During the fiscal year 1923, 5,377 specimens 
were examined, as follows: Blood for Wassermann reaction, 3,962; 
blood for Widal reaction, 360; blood for malaria, 91; smears for 
gonococcus, 916; diphtheria antitoxin tested, 14. 

Bathing dooIs.— The department has during the year continued to 
maintain close supervision over the public bathing pools throughout 
the District, except in the case of the bathing beach at the tidal 
basin, which is under Federal supervision and control. Every effort 
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has been made to have .these places maintained in a safe and cleanly 
condition for bathing purposes. 

Wells and water supplies. — Samples of water, from public and 
private wells, to the number of 1,094, were examined. The water 
furnished by common carriers for drinking purposes has been closely 
supervised and the results of analyses communicated to the Surgeon 
General, United States Public Health Service, for his information, 
that official having jurisdiction over the water supply used by common 
carriers in interstate traffic. 

Theaters. — During the fiscal year, 142 samples of air were collected 
from various playhouses throughout the city and examined to deter- 
mine the purity of the atmosphere in these places. In 74 instances 
the air was found to be impure. Prompt steps were taken to bring 
about a betterment of conditions. 

Milk and cream. — The department has continued throughout the 
year close supervision over the milk and cream supply. The bill intro- 
duced in Congress at its last session to regulate the sale of milk and 
cream in the District of Columbia, I regret to report, failed of passage, 
although it received the unanimous approval of the Committee on 
the District of Columbia. The bill will be reintroduced in the next 
session, when it is hoped it will be enacted into law. 

Food poisoning. — A large number of pupils attending the McKinley 
High School were made sick as a result of a supper given by the pupils 
of the school on the evening of May 23, 1923. The menu consisted of 
creamed chicken, peas, biscuit, potato salad, ice cream, apple pie, and 
milk. None of those affected were seriously ill and all recovered in a 
short time. The symptoms complained of were cramps, nausea, 
dizziness, diarrhea, and in some cases chill and fever. Laboratory 
tests disclosed the presence of the Bacillus enteritidis in the sample of 
creamed chicken. The organism was isolated in pure culture and 
identified by cultural reactions and agglutination tests. The investi- 
gation also showed that proper care in the handling of the food had 
not been exercised by those in charge of the dinner. 

Diphtheria antitoxin. — During the year 3,112,000 units of diph- 
theria antitoxin were distributed to persons suffering from diphtheria 
and who were financially unable to purchase the same. 

Dispensaries—Tuberculosis division. — During the fiscal year 1923 
the number of new cases admitted to the clinic was 915. Of this 
number 215 were found to be positive cases of tuberculosis, 550 
negative for that disease, and in 150 cases definite diagnosis was not 
made. One hundred and forty-five were white and 70 were colored. 
The total number of visits made by patients to the clinic was 6,626. 
One thousand five hundred and thirty-five X-ray pictures were 
made. The nurses connected with the clinic made a total of 5,076 
visits to the homes of patients. At the close of the fiscal year the 
total number of patients under observation was 710. The appro- 
priation for this clinic is entirely too small to enable the health depart- 
ment to maintain the service in an effective and satisfactory manner. 
A larger appropriation has been asked for, and it is hoped that such 
may be obtained. During the year the Association for the Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis donated to the health department, for use 
in the waiting room at the clinic, one and one-half dozen folding 
chairs, and I desire to express my appreciation for the gift. 
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Venereal disease division. — The work of the venereal disease clinic 
is steadily increasing. During the fiscal year 1923, 1 ,820 new patients 
were admitted, 707 being white and 1,113 colored. One thousand 
and seven hundred and seventeen Wassermann examinations were 
made and 3,217 salvarsan injections given. The total number of 
visits made by patients to the clinic was 11,898. The nurse made 



treated, 219 were under 15 years of age, 49 being under 5 years of 

The bill for the control of venereal diseases in the District of 
Columbia failed to pass at the last session of Congress. It will, 
however, be again introduced at the next session, at which time it 
is hoped this needed legislation will be enacted. 

MEDICAL AND DENTAL INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

A detailed report covering the operation of the medical and dental 
inspection services, including the work performed by the school 
nurses and at the dental clinics, will as heretofore be found in the 
report of the Board of Education. 

During the school year 1922-23 the total number of visits made to 
school buildings by medical inspectors was 6,572 and the number of 
visits made to the homes of pupils was 150. The total number of 
examinations made of pupils for various purposes was 28,900. Physi- 
cal defects were found in 5,842 cases and appropriate treatment 
recommended. In 2,734 cases exclusion from school was recom- 
mended. 

One thousand three hundred and thirty-three applicants were 

Shysically examined to determine their fitness for admission to the 
formal School and for teaching positions. 
Ninety-one pupils were mentally examined to determine the advisa- 
bility of segregation in special schools. Sixty-nine per cent were 
recommended for transfer, 30 per cent were Vecommended not to 
be transferred, and 1 per cent were recommended for exclusion from 
school as being noneducable. 

Eight hundred and seventy-four applicants for child-labor permits 
were examined. Forty and eight-tenths per cent of all applicants 
were found to have some physical defects which warranted the 
granting only of temporary permits pending the correction of the 
defects. 

Twelve nutrition classes of 20 weeks' duration were conducted in 
certain schools, both white and colored. These classes were organ- 
ized under the direction of the medical inspection service in coopera- 
tion with the Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis. The 
total number of pupils attending these classes was 226, and the 
average percentage of gain in weight was 181 per cent. In addition 
two other classes of 37 weeks' duration were maintained at the 
tuberculosis schools. The total number of pupils attending these 
classes was 48, and the average percentage of gain in weight was 143 
per cent. 



While the school medical inspection force has not been in direct 
arge ol the weighing and measuring of pupils in the schools, nor 
the serving of milk and cracker lunches, an effort has been made 




Of the total number of patients 
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to encourage the extension of this important phase of child-nutrition 
work. 

Dental inspection. — Eighteen thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
two pupils were examined by the school dental inspectors during 
the year. Of these, 82 per cent were found to be suffering from 
dental defects. 

Four dental clinics were, as heretofore, operated during the year. 
The total number of pupils treated at these clinics was 3,311. Addi- 
tional dental clinics are urgently needed, and an item covering the 
cost of such clinics is included in the annual estimates of the health 
department. 

School nurses. — Seven thousand five hundred and twenty-seven 
pupils having certain physical defects were handled by the school 
nurses during the school year.

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Slaughterhouses. — At the slaughterhouses in the District, under the 
supervision of the health department, 9,928 cattle, 4,067 sheep, 4,157 
calves and 42,310 hogs were inspected. The carcasses of 9 cattle and 
2 hogs were condemned as unfit food and properly disposed of. 

The food-inspection service has been very active during the year, 
and as a result it is believed that a better quality of foodstuffs is now 
being sold in the District than ever before. Additional food inspectors 
are needed, and it is hoped some provision will be made for supplying 
the same. 

BUREAU OF SANITARY INSPECTION. 

General nuisance inspection. — During the year 9,296 complaints 
were received and acted upon. These complaints necessitated 12,735 
inspections to be made. Twenty-two thousand nine hundred and four 
official calls were made. The total number of visits of all kinds made 
by the sanitary inspectors was approximately 84,132, In 13,448 
instances violations of the law and regulations for the prevention and 
abatement of nuisances were reported. 

Prosecutions. — Le^al proceedings were instituted against 786 per- 
sons charging violation of the law and regulations relating to public 
health, exclusive of the smoke law. 

Under the abatement of nuisances by the assessment system, 663 
notices were served upon nonresident owners of property in this Dis- 
trict. In all but 16 instances the nuisance was abated by the owners. 
Where the owners failed to abate the nuisance, the work was done by 
the District government and the cost assessed as a tax against the 
property. 

Enforcement of the weed law.— Nine hundred and forty-two notices 
were served during the year under the provisions of the weed law. 
No serious attempt to enforce the weed law, as heretofore pointed out, 
can be made unless sufficient funds are provided to enable the depart- 
ment to employ a special corps of inspectors who will be available for 
service during the entire weed season.

EIGHT-HOUR FEMALE LABOR LAW. 

At the close of the fiscal year 1923, 2,034 establishments coming 
within the purview of the eight-hour female labor law were regis- 
tered and classified. Eighty-five complaints were received and acted 
upon. >une hundred and twenty-four official calls were made. In

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THE POUND SERVICE. 

Two thousand two hundred and fifty-seven dogs found running at 
large wore captured by the poundmaster during the fiscal year 1923, 
and 1,081 dogs were surrendered to him by the owners of such ani- 
mals for observation or destruction. Twenty-nine horses, 1 mule, 2 
goats, and 1 hog were also impounded. Two thousand and eighty 
cats were also surrendered to the poundmaster for destruction. The 
total animals of all kinds handled at the pound was 5,487.

Correspondence and files: Ten thousand seven hundred and sixty 
letters and 7,129 oral complaints were received during the year. 
Twelve thousand six hundred and fifty-one letters were sent out by 
the department, and 1,912 special reports were entered and filed.

Seven thousand and fifty deaths, 8,953 births, and 465 stillbirths 
were recorded during the year. Two thousand three hundred and 
fifty- three transcripts from the records of deaths and births were 
issued.
